Mr.  R.  Paul  Ryan,  a  member  of  the  Senior  Executive  Service,  is  the  Administrator  of  the  Defense 
Technical  Information  Center  (DTIC),  a  Department  of  Defense  (DoD)  Field  Activity.  DTIC  is  the  cen¬ 
tral  source  within  DoD  for  acquiring,  storing,  retrieving  and  disseminating  scientific  and  technical 
information  to  support  DoD  research,  development,  engineering  and  studies  programs.  The  Center 
also  provides  information  tools  and  systems  to  support  Pentagon  executives  and  managers.  DTIC 
hosts,  develops  and  maintains  more  than  100  of  DoD's  major  Web  sites. 

Mr.  Ryan  transformed  DTIC  from  a  paper-based  workflow  to  an  electronic  environment  and  led 
the  transition  of  DTIC  from  a  subordinate  organizational  structure  to  an  established  DoD  Field  Activ¬ 
ity  aligned  with  the  Director,  Defense  Research  and  Engineering,  in  the  office  of  Under  Secretary  of 
Defense,  Acquisition,  Technology  and  Logistics. 

Previously  at  DTIC,  Mr.  Ryan  was  the  Deputy  Administrator  responsible  for  the  daily  operations, 
budget,  and  personnel  for  the  Center  where  he  developed  and  implemented  strategic  business  plans 
and  processes.  Prior  to  his  appointment  as  Deputy  Administrator,  he  was  Director,  Office  of  User 
Services  and  Marketing;  Project  Officer  in  the  Office  of  Information  Science  and  Technology;  and  the 
Deputy  Program  Manager  for  the  DoD  Gateway  Information  System.  He  held  positions  with  the  Bal¬ 
listic  Research  Laboratory,  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground,  MD  (1975-1984)  and  the  U.S.  Army  at  Picat- 
inny  Arsenal,  Dover,  NJ  (1972-1975). 

A  native  of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Ryan  earned  his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Mathematics  from 
Villanova  University  and  a  Master  of  Science  degree  in  Information  Science  from  Drexel  University. 
He  is  a  former  two-term  chair  of  the  NATO  Research  &  Technology  Organization/Information  Man¬ 
agement  Committee  and  serves  on  the  Federal  Library  and  Information  Centers  Committee  (FLICC) 
Executive  Board.  He  was  President  and  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Federation 
of  Advanced  Information  Services  (NFAIS)  and  served  as  chair  of  CENDI,  the  federal  Scientific  and 
Technical  Information  (STI)  managers  group.  Mr.  Ryan  served  two  consecutive  five-year  terms  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Harford  County  (MD)  Public  Library  System,  and  held  positions  as  Board 
Chair  and  Treasurer.

Prior  to  entering  the  federal  government,  Mr.  Shaffer  served  a  24-year 
United  States  Air  Force  career  with  assignments  in  weather,  intelligence,  sci¬ 
ence  and  technology  management,  acquisition  oversight,  and  program¬ 
ming.  His  career  included  deployment  to  Honduras  in  support  of  Joint  Task 
Force  Bravo  in  the  mid-1980s  and  direct  support  of  the  United  States  Army 
3rd  Armored  Division  at  Hanau,  Germany.  During  Operation  DESERT  STORM, 
he  was  responsible  for  deployment  of  the  500-person  theater  weather 
force.  Other  assignments  included  Wing  Weather  Officer  supporting  the 
320th  Bombardment  Wing  (Heavy)  at  Mather  AFB,  CA;  Intelligence  Officer  at 
Foreign  Technology  Division,  Wright  Patterson  AFB,  OH;  Deputy  Director  of 
Weather  for  Air  Combat  Command,  Langley  AFB,  VA,  numerous  staff  assignments  in  the  Air  Staff  and  Office 
of  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  in  the  Pentagon;  and  finally,  the  Air  Force  Weather  Agency,  Offutt  AFB,  NE.

Mr.  Shaffer  serves  as  the  Principal  Deputy  Director,  Defense  Research  and 
Engineering.  In  this  position,  Mr.  Shaffer  is  responsible  for  formulating,  plan¬ 
ning,  and  reviewing  the  DoD  Research,  Development,  Test,  and  Evaluation 
(RDT&E)  programs,  plans,  strategy,  priorities,  and  execution  of  the  DoD 
RDT&E  budget.  Specifically,  this  position  reviews  the  maturity  of  technology 
as  part  of  the  acquisition  cycle,  as  well  as  develops  options  to  reduce  the 
overall  technology  development  risk  to  DoD  programs. 


Upon  retirement  from  the  United  States  Air  Force  in  2000,  Mr.  Shaffer  was  appointed  to  the  Senior  Execu¬ 
tive  Service  as  the  Director,  Multi-disciplinary  Systems,  Office  of  the  Deputy  Under  Secretary  of  Defense  for 
Science  and  Technology.  In  2001,  he  assumed  the  position  as  Director,  Plans  and  Programs,  Defense  Re¬ 
search  and  Engineering.  Mr.  Shaffer  continues  to  serve  as  the  Director  while  serving  as  the  Principal  Dep¬ 
uty.  As  the  Director  for  Plans  and  Programs,  Mr.  Shaffer  is  responsible  for  the  oversight  of  the  Department  of 
Defense  science  and  technology  portfolio  totaling  over  $10.5  billion.  Mr.  Shaffer  has  served  as  the  Executive 
Director  for  several  senior  Task  Forces.  These  included  the  Technical  Joint  Cross  Service  Group  during  the 
Base  Realignment  and  Closure  activity;  DoD  Energy  Security  Task  Force  in  2007  and  most  recently  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Director  of  the  Mine  Resistant  Ambush  Protection  Task  Force.  In  addition  he  serves  as  the  tri-chair  to 
the  Department  of  Defense  Modeling  and  Simulation  Steering  Committee. 

Mr.  Shaffer  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Mathematics  from  the  University  of  Vermont  in 
1976.  He  earned  a  second  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Meteorology  from  the  University  of  Utah,  a  Master  of  Sci¬ 
ence  in  Meteorology  from  the  Naval  Postgraduate  School,  and  a  Master  of  Science  in  National  Resource 
Strategy  from  the  Industrial  College  of  the  Armed  Forces.  He  has  been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Executive

Mr.  JJ  Sutherland  covers  the  Pentagon  for  National  Public  Radio 
(NPR).  Since  2004  he  has  regularly  spent  time  in  Iraq  as  part  of  NPR's 
award-winning  team  of  reporters  and  producers  who  have  dedicated 
themselves  to  covering  the  conflict.  He  won  many  awards  for  other  cov¬ 
erage,  which  mean  a  lot  to  many  journalists,  but  perhaps  not  so  much  to 
anyone  else. 

He  has  also  reported  from  Afghanistan  and  the  Israeli  Lebanon 
war  in  2006.  In  between  overseas  assignments,  Sutherland  was  senior 
producer  at  large  for  NPR,  working  at  just  about  every  position  in  the 
building,  from  blogger  to  editor  to  producer  to  management.  Before 
covering  conflicts,  he  was  the  founding  executive  producer  of  both 
NPR's  midday  newsmagazine  Day  to  Day  and  The  Tavis  Smiley  Show.  As 
assistant  managing  editor,  he  opened  NPR  West  in  California. 

Prior  to  coming  to  work  at  NPR  he  was  the  producer  of  WNYC's  On  The 
Media  in  New  York,  and  also  worked  for  WBUR  in  Boston.  He  grew  up  in 
Denver  and  Boston,  occasionally  attended  college,  and  has  an  only 
slightly  disturbing  affinity  for  bad  science  fiction. 
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DTIC  User  Council 


The  User  Council  serves  as  a  liaison  between  DTIC  and  its  user  community,  operating  independently  to 
provide  feedback  and  advice  to  DTIC  on  the  community's  concerns.  The  User  Council  was  formed  to  re¬ 
flect  and  articulate  the  interests  of  the  DTIC  user  community. 

The  Council  meets  at  least  once  per  year  during  the  annual  DTIC  Conference.  During  this  meeting,  the 
Council  typically  presents  issues  or  ideas  which  have  been  suggested  by  the  user  community.  Discussion 
between  DTIC  senior  management  and  the  Council  follows.  Topics  are  further  defined  and  analyzed  for 
practicality  and  development  potential. 

User  Council  elections  are  also  held  annually,  and  new  members  are  announced  at  the  annual  DTIC 
Conference.  Council  members,  who  serve  for  two  years,  represent  the  Army,  Navy/Marine  Corps,  Air 
Force,  other  DoD  and  Federal  agencies,  and  DoD  contractors. 

User  Council  members  are  accessible  to  the  membership,  which  is  comprised  of  DTIC  registered  users. 
They  interact  with  the  DTIC  liaison  to  promote  communication  between  DTIC  and  its  users.  Throughout 
their  tenure.  Council  members  encourage  and  facilitate  any  DTIC  operations,  plans  or  cooperative  efforts 
that  benefit  the  membership;  expedite  the  flow  of  information  between  the  membership  and  DTIC;  and 
make  recommendations  concerning  DTIC  products  and  services.  DTIC  keeps  the  Council  abreast  of  major 
developments  and  frequently  involves  Council  members  to  serve  as  beta  testers  for  new  products.
